The  United  Fund  of  Fall  River 
Inc.  has  evolved  from  a  precari¬ 
ous  experiment  of  a  group  of 
persons  in  1957  to  a  symbol  of 
how  a  community  can  rise  to  the 
aid  of  its  neighbors. 

Eacli  year  along  about  Novem¬ 
ber  when  the  United  Fund  drive 
begins,  newspaper  headlines,  ra¬ 
dio  and  other  media  are  filled 
with  reports  of  widespread  dona¬ 
tions. 

As  Rev.  John  E.  Boyd,  di¬ 
rector  of  St.  Vincent's  Home,  re¬ 
marked  while  guest  speaker  at 
the  United  Fund  Kick-Off  Din¬ 
ner  last  fall,  the  United  Fund  is 
not  an  ambiguous  thing.  A  visit 
to  each  of  the  26  agencies  reveal 
the  constant  war  it  is  waging 
against  hardship. 

Living  Thing 

In  each  agency  office,  a  differ¬ 
ent  kind  of  human  need  is  being 
served.  Whether  a  young  boy 
with  cerebral  palsy,  an  emotion¬ 
ally  disturbed  young  mother,  a 
boy  needing  the  service  of  the 
Boys  Gub  or  a  married  couple 
needing  marital  guidance,  the 
UF  is  present. 

The  original  idea  for  its  found¬ 
ing  also  stemmed  from  a  need 
of  the  community.  Each  agency 
needed  funds  to  continue  its 
work  but  as  time  passed  tlie 
number  of  dislinct  fund  drives  in 
the  community  became  too  much 
to  take. 

So,  to  meet  this  challenge,  a 
meeting  was  set  up  by  a  group 
of  widely-known  civic  leaders 
and,  after  hearing  sides,  pro  and 
con,  it  was  overwhelmingly  voted 
to  inaugurate  the  UF. 

Ballots  were  sent  out  and  di¬ 
rectors  were  named.  They,  in 
turn  voted  the  executive  posi¬ 
tions  and  the  ball  was  rolling. 

Agency  heads  were  contacted 
to  ascertain  whether  they  wished 


to  join  the  organization  and 
large  group  of  19  immediately 
climbed  on  the  snow-balling  com¬ 
munity  bandwagon. 

26  Agencies 

Today,  the  figure  has  swelled 
to  26  agencies,  each  with  a  par¬ 
ticular  job  to  do  to  help  make 
the  Greater  Fall  River  area  a 
happier  place  in  which  to  live. 

United  Fund  directors  are 
proud  that  they  have  irrevocable 
proof  that  the  UF  has  been  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  community.  Each 
year  since  its  inception,  more 
money  has  been  raised  to  meet 
the  ever-increasing  public  needs. 

Why  has  it  been  accepted? 
The  public  has  confidence  in  the 
United  Fund  which  is,  unlike 
many  other  drives  for  funds,  not 
cloaked  in  the  mystery  as  to  the 
destination  of  the  funds,  leaders 
say. 

The  smiling  faces  of  more  than 
32,000  United  Fund  beneficiaries 
last  year  is  proof  enough  of  its 
value. 

These  32,000  persons  aided  by 
the  United  Fund  is  a  remarkable 
figure.  But,  the  agencies  will  not 
become  complacent  or  self-satis¬ 
fied.  They  work  daily  with  these 
persons  and  are  aware  that  even 
more  must  be  done. 

New  Boys  Club 

Thus,  plans  for  expansion  are 
in  the  offing.  For  example,  the 
Boys.  Club,  after  a  long  wait,  is 
finally  beginning  to  move  at  the 
construction  of  a  new  junior  di¬ 
vision  to  better  combat  juvenile 
delinquency  and  promate  juven¬ 
ile  usefulness.

Based  on  Need 

They  realize  that  no  program, 
no  matter  how  well  run,  is  per¬ 
fect.  A  never-ending  vigil  .  is 
being  held  to  search  for  new 
ways  to  battle  these  diverse  hu¬ 
man  afflictions. 

There  is  only  one  requisite  for 
help  from  a  UF  agency.  Money? 

A  specific  religious  belief?  Col¬ 
or?  None  of  these— If  one  has  a 
need,  lie  has  the  requisite. 

No,  the  United  Fund  is  not  an 
ambiguous  thing.  To  those  serv¬ 
iced  by  tlie  District  Nursing  As¬ 
sociation,  the  Salvation  Army, 
U.S.O.  in  addition  to  the  others, 
tlie  UF  represents  a  way  of  life 
Where  neighbor  helps  neighbor. 

No  man  or  woman  in  this  city 
can  honestly  say,  "What  has  the 
United  Fund  done  for  me?" 
Everyone,  regardless  of  financial  I 
standing,  has  received  help  for  | 
himself,  his  close  friends  or 
loved-ones  during  his  lifetime. 

A  city  is  only  as  big  as  its 
heart,  but  with  this  as  a  yard¬ 
stick  Fall  River  has  grown  im¬ 
mensely  since  that  first  fateful 
campaign  in  1957  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so.

The  Orioles’  protest  alleged 
that  the  first  half  of  the  game 
lasted  only  35  minutes  instead  of 
the  regulation  45  minutes.  Ref¬ 
eree  John  Burgo  in  his  report 
of  the  game  admitted  that  the 
half  was  short  seven  minutes.

Boys.  Cluh  here  last  night  the 
committee  heard  Burgos  verbal 
report  on  the  time  of  the  first 
half  and  the  incidents  that  led  to 
the  disturbance  that  halted  play 
for  five  minutes  at  the  30-minute 
mark.

The  cost  of  the  building  and 
fomishings  was  not  less  than 
5100,000.  The  new  club  house 
■had  a  gymnasium,  swimming 
■pool,  library,  classrooms,  a  mini- 
■ature  theater  with  a  stage,  and 
■chairs  for  an  audience  of  500. 
■The  building  was  formally  given 
Ion  Christmas  Day,  1897,  and  ded¬ 
icated  on  January  12,  1898. 

The  club  found  its  member- 
hip  growing  continually,  and  be- 
?  it  served  the  boys  so  well, 
■another  problem  arose.  What 
Jshould  be  done  with  the  older 
■boys  who  had  grown  up  in  the 
■club  and  didn’t  want  to  leave. 
■Remembering  Mr.  Borden’s  gen- 
■erosity,  the  administrators  went 
Tto  him  about  their  plans  for  a 
■modest  building  to  cost  about 
■$15,000  to  take  care  of  these  older 
■boys.  It  is  reported  that  he  said 
■to  them,  “The  building  you  now 
■have  is  not  big  enough.  Go  back 
■and  tell  your  directors  that  I  will 
■make  it  big  enough.  Make  ar- 
■rangements  to  buy  land,  get  an 
[architect  to  draw  up  plans  for 


the  kind  of  building  you  want, 
and  then  come  to  see  me  agam.*’ 

The  result  was  the  senior  Beys’ 
Cluh  Building  on  Pocasset 
Street,  erected  in  1907  at  a  cost 
of  $150,000.  It  had  a  large  gym¬ 
nasium,  showers,  billiard  room, 
bowling  alleys,  recreation  rooms 
and  lockers  for  1,200.  To  this 
day  it  remains  the  only  Bovs’ 
ffuh  in  the  United  States  which 
has  both  senior  and  junior  divi¬ 
sions. 

Oldest  Member 

At  the  present  time  there  are 
700  members  in  the  senior  divi¬ 
sion,  and  1,200  boys  from  ages 
8  to  15  in  the  junior  division. 
Commander  Clarence  Wood, 
USN,  retired  of  Tiverton,  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  oldest  active 
member.  At  85,  the  commander 
still  drops  in  to  the  club  two 
or  three  times  a  week  for  a 
workout. 

Tom  Chew,  beloved  adviser  to 
several  generations  of  Fall  River 
youth,  remained  at  the  helm  for 
54  years  until  his  death  on  Au¬ 
gust  10,  1944,  at  the  age  of  82. 
Just  a  few  years  earlier  he  had 
been  named  to  the  National 
Boys’  Club  Hall  of  Fame!  Under 
his  tutelage  the  Boys’  Club  be¬ 
came  an  important  community 
organization,  providing  for  the 
physical,  mental,  and  moral  de¬ 
velopment  of  young  and  old 
alike.  Thousands  of  prominent 
men  in  our  community— clergy¬ 
men,  bankers,  doctors,  lawyers— 
men  in  all  fields,  benefited  from 
their  club  activities. 

The  senior  division  now  has 
facilities  for  basketball,  hand¬ 
ball,  weight  lifting,  squash, 
swimming,  individual  exercise 
and  gymnastics.  There  are  also 
transient  showers,  reading  room, 
television  and  a  masseur. 

Summer  Camp 

In  1896  the  .Boys’  Club  sum¬ 
mer  camp  was  opened  in  Asso- 
net.  The  camp  operated  with 
two  main  buildings  until  an  im¬ 
provement  program  was  begun 
in  1959.  In  that  year  volunteer 
U.  S.  Navy  Seabees  built  10 
cabins  and  a  latrine.  1960  saw 
the  addition  of  two  more  cabins 
and  the  start  of  construction  on 
the  present  dining  hall.  This 
year,  the  dining  hall  was  com¬ 
pleted,  and  a  porch  added  on. 

Probably  the  most  popular  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  camp,  the  swimming 
pool  was  installed  in  1959.  The 
pool  is  75  feet  long  by  45  feet 
wide  at  the  beginners  end  and 
35  feet  wide  at  the  diving  end. 

The  camp  is  now  known  as 
Camp  Welch  in  memory  of 
Thomas  “Doc”  Welch,  second 
executive  director  of  the  Bovs’ 
Club,  who  succeeded  Tom  Chew. 
Doc,  a  genial  and  well-known 
sports  figure  for  many  years, 
died  in  July,  1958. 

Any  boy  from  the  ages  of  7 
to  16  is  eligible  to  attend  Camp 
Welch.  The  boys  leave  by  bus 
from  Anawan  Street  clubhouse 
on  Monday  morning  and  return 
to  Fall  River  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing.  While  at  camp  they  enjoy  a 
well-rounded  program  of  camp 
activities.  There  is  a  supervised 
swimming  program  with  special 
emphasis  on  teaching  beginners 
to  swim.  Camp  director  William 
Hawkins,  former  baseball  and 
basketball  great  and  ex-police 
officer  has  set  up  a  full  athletic 
schedule  of  baseball,  softball, 
basketball,  volleyball,  archery, 
and  horseshoes  as  well  as  in¬ 
struction  in  arts  and  crafts  and 
nature  study.  Then  too,  there  are 
hikes,  camp-fires,  field  trips  to 
area  landmarks,  and  story-tell¬ 
ing,  "of  course,”  winks  Bill, 
“every  camper  looks  forward  to 


the  weekly  visit  of  Ebenezer,” 
(the  camp  ghost). 

Sponsor  Boys 

Camping  fees  are  $12.50  week¬ 
ly.  This  year  a  group  of  "angels” 
raised  $2,200  to  sponsor  needy 
boys.  The  campers  are  well- 
housed  in  small  age  groups  in 
clean  and  airy  cabins.  Whole¬ 
some  and  varied  meals  are 
served  in  the  spacious  dining 
room  where  good  manners  pre¬ 
vail.  A  weekly  ritual  is  the 
Wednesday  evening  parents 
visit. 

Since  1958  the  director’s  post 
has  been  filled  by  Norman  F. 
Mullen,  so  that  in  its  72  years 
of  existence,  the  Boys’  Club  has 
had  only  three  directors.  Norm 
has  an  extensive  background  in 
physical  education  work.  He 
served  as  physical  education 
director  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  from 
1924  until  1939  when  he  came 
to  the  Boys’  Club.  The  tall,  soft- 
spoken  director  is  proud  of  the 
club's  many  accomplishments. 
But,  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye, 
he  goes  on  to  dream  about  the 
club  of  tomorrow. 

His  dream  may  be  realized 
before  long.  The  club  now  has 
a  commitment  af  $100,000  from 
the  Joseph  .  P.  Kennedy  founda¬ 
tion,  and  another  of  $100,000 
from  Albert  List,  former  Fall 
Riverite,  and  now  a  New  York 
industrialist,  financier,  and  phil¬ 
anthropist.  List  is  a  brother  of 
William  List  of  this  city,  Boys’ 
Club  vice  president.  These  com¬ 
mitments,  however,  will  be  I 
granted  only  after  construction  I 
has  begun  on  a  new  building,  [ 
Mullen  warns.  Thus  the  search  | 
for  a  site  is  on  and  planning  is 
in  the  initial  stages.  The  office  | 
of  Israel  T.  Almy,  local  archi¬ 
tect,  is  now  working  on  rough  I 
sketches,  which  should  be  ready 
in  October. 

Funds  Big  Factor 
Lest  the  impression  be  given  I 
that  the  Bovs’  Gub  is  “well- 
heeled”,  Mullen  adds,  "a  new 
building  will  cost  us  far  more 
than  the  $200,000  available.  Then 
too,  we  need  a  program  of  youth 
guidance  which  is  now  very  lim¬ 
ited.  Many  people  think  only  of  I 
the  recreational  aspect  and  for¬ 
get  the  educational  side  of  the  I 
picture.  Our  problem  here  is  in 
trying  to  provide  a  maximum  of  | 
service  with  a  minimum  staff. 
We  operate  both  divisions  six  I 
days  a  week.  We  have  not  had  | 
enough  money  to  revive  the  win¬ 
ter  program  of  crafts  and  shops  I 
which  were  cut  out  during  the 
depression.  In  fact,  were  it  not 
for  the  tremendous  aid  given  us  | 
each  year  by  the  United  Fund, 
(last  year  the  United  Fund  alio-  | 
cated  $29,465  to  the  Boys’  Gub) 
we’d  have  to  carry  on  our  own  I 
yearly  fund-raising  drive,"  Mul-  | 
len  concluded. 

Currently  serving  as  officers  of  I

Convert  Rooms 

The  conversion  of  four  rooms 

■  and  purchase  of  equipment  lost 

■  in  the  fire  cost  about  $5,500, 
|  Mullen  said. 

Under  the  new  setup,  the  senior 

■  game  room,  which  housed  ping 
|  pong  tables,  has  become  a  wood- 

■  working  room.  In  this  room. 
I  Mullen  said,  the  youngsters  will 

■  have  much  more  “elbow  room." 
I  It  is  about  one-third  larger  than 

■  facilities  in  the  old  building,  he 
|  said. 

Another  basement  room,  where 

■  the  seniors  had  boxing  and  wrest¬ 
ling  facilities,  now  will  be  used 
lfor  typing  and  arts  and  crafts 
(classes. 

The  old  bowling  alleys,  which 
(had  been  vacant  for  some  time, 
(have  undergone  the  biggest  face- 
( lifting.  r 

Two  of  the  six  alleys  remain. 
(The  other  four  have  become  a 
(hardwood  floor  where  younger 
(members  will  have  game  tables 
(set  up. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  room, 
(a  counter  has  been  constructed, 
(where  members  may  get  refresh- 
(ments  during  the  heat  of  their 
(games. 

The  room,  near  the  office  on 
(the  second  floor  has  now  been 
(converted  to  a  library  where  the 
(youngsters  may  catch  up  on  their 
(home  work  or  peruse  some  of  the 
300  books  on  the  shelves. 

Three  newly-purchased  billiard 
(tables  and  two  ping  pong  tables 
(are  slated  for  placement  in  the 
(former  locker  room  at  the  west 


end  of  the  building’s  second 
floor. 

The  room  will  be  partitioned 
and  a  few  lockers,  strictly  for 
junior  members’  use,  will  re¬ 
main.  The  senior  lockers,  Mullen 
said,  will  remain  on  the  east 
side. 

New  Lighting 

In  all  these  rooms,  new  lighting 
units  have  been  installed,  Mullen 
noted. 

The  boxing  and  wrestling  fa¬ 
cilities  have  been  moved  upstairs 
to  the  gymnasium. 

The  basketball  court  and  the 
shower  facilities  will  be  shared 
under  a  pre-arranged  schedule, 
Mullen  said,  emphasizing  that 
each  group  will  have  the  same 
amount  of  time  as  before  the 
fire.

Actually  an  old  man,  Charley 
had  the  pep  of  a  young  fellow 
as  he  pitched  batting  practice  I 
to  the  Durfee  players.  He  also  j 
took  care  of  the  team's  equip¬ 
ment  for  Urban  and  when  there 
was  nothing  else  to  do  he’d  chase 
flies  in  the  outfield.  I 

There  were  times  when  coach  J 
Urban  thought  Charley  was  too 
active  for  his  own  good  but  The 
Champ  always  laughed  off  the 
coach’s  warnings  that  "you'd 
better  take  it  easy." 

Charley  bowled  regularly  as 
late  as  last  year.  In  addition  to 
being  a  member  of  an  Industrial 
League  team  he  bowled  with  a 
group  known  as  the  Old  T  mers 
every  Saturday  night  at  the  Dur¬ 
fee  alleys. 

The  Champ  was  an  unusual 
individual,  to  say  the  least,  and 
one  of  his  many  good  points  was 
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season.

Describing  him  as  an  example 
I  of  "man's  humanity  toward 
man.”  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Bovs  Club  here  has  cited  the 
many  years  of  work  on  behalf  of 
boys  of  the  area  by  William  List, 
club  vice  president,  who  died  in 
|  Florida  May  24. 

Text  of  the  resolution  adopted 
|  at  a  recent  meeting  follows: 

William  List,  vice  president  of 
I  the  Fall  River  Bovs  Club,  died 
I  May  24,  1963. 

His  death  came  as  a  profound 


shock  to  our  community  but  to 
us  in  the  govs  Club  it  means  an 
irreparable  loss. 

He  was  one  of  three  brothers] 
who  in  the  lean  years  of  youth, 
found  the  Boys  Club „  a  haven 
where  friendship,  clean  fun  and 
kindly  supervision  prevailed. 

In  later  life  when  fortune  had 
smiled  upon  them,  he  remained 
in  the  counsels  of  the  club,  help¬ 
ing  with  advice  and  financial  as¬ 
sistance.  When  the  lounge  room 
in  the  senior  club  was  proposed 
Bill  was  asked  to  chair  the  job 
and  it  was  done  in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye.  The  new  camp,  a 
major  project,  was  a  breeze, 
with  Bill,  as  usual,  mustering 
the  necessary  funds.  The  new 
building,  a  more  formidable 
task,  did  not  seem  so  frightening 
with  Bill's  hand  to  guide  us  to  a 
fruitful  finish.  That  hand,  stilled, 
has  left  us  with  a  sense  of  loss 
and  a  trace  of  helplessness. 

He  filled  well  the  description 
“a  diamond  in  the  rough.”  He 
was  never  half  way,  he  was 
either  with  you  or  against  you. 
His  rabbi  portrayed  him  as  a 
man  at  times  swayed  with 
righteous  indignation,  which 
deserption  we  like,  if  was  usual¬ 
ly  applied  to  thbse  who  did  not 
carry  their  share  of  the  burden. 
We  testify  to  his  modesty.  He 
had  declined  the  presidency  of 
the  Boys  Club  and  the  B'Nal 
B'rith  man  oTThe  year.  He  sup¬ 
ported  and  presided  over  many 
testimonials  but  declined  to  be- 
the  recipient  of  any 

We  have  an  excellent  portrait 
of  Bill  which  will  adorn  a  wall 
in  the  new  building.  A  testi¬ 
monial,  for  the  living  and  those 
who  will  come  after,  of  man's 
humanity  to  man. 

God  has  called  him.  Surely  we 
are  not  far  behind.  We  hope  toJ 
be  in  his  company.  Our  heartfelt 
sympathy  to  his  wife  Etta  and 
the  other  members  of  his  family 
and  move  that  this  resolution  be| 
spread  on  the  records.

“At  times  when  a  spirit  of 
restlessness  comes  over  our  boys 
we  find  that  our  present  facili¬ 
ties,  though  reasonably  good,  are 
just  not  quite  adequate,”  Mul¬ 
len  declared.  “They  need  more 
room  to  fan  out  and  be  kept  busy 
in  many  areas  of  a  modern  boys 
club  building.” 

The  present  program  covers 
the  following  activities: 

Activities  Offered 
Gymnasium  activities  under 
the  leadership  of  A1  Correia  and 
Mickey  Doraz  cover  basketball 
and  hockey  leagues,  calisthenics, 
athletics  and  special  events. 

Two  rooms  are  equipped  for 
games.  A  library  program  super¬ 
vised  by  Orient  Laplante  is  held 
three  njghts  a  week.  On  two 
other  nights  Laplante  works  with 
typing  classes. 

Art  classes  are  held  two  nights 
a  week  under  the  supervision  of 
Miss  Wilma  Pinckney,  a  student 
at  Bradford  Durfee  College. 

Woodworking  classes  are  held 
on  four  nights  and  Saturday 
mornings  with  Paul  Dupere,  a 
graduate  of  Diman  Vocational 
as  instructor. 

Air  Rifle  Range 
Recently  added  is  a  range  for 
air  guns.  It  is  under  the  watch- 
ful  eye  of  William  Platt,  a  mem- 


ber  of  the  Fall  River  Rod  and 
Gun  Gub.  The  boys  are  taught 
the  same  fundamentals  of  gun 
handling  and  safety  as  if  using 
bve  weapons  and  ammunition. 

Movies  are  hold  every  Friday 
flight  and  two  showings  are  held 
in  order  to  include  more  bovs 
and  keep  them  busy. 

Special  parties  during  the  year 
include  Halloween.  Christmas 
and  anniversary  celebrations. 

During  the  season  boys  par¬ 
ticipate  in  book  reading  pro 
grams,  photography  contests, 
basketball  and  other  tourna¬ 
ments,  Mullen  said  that  ceramics 
may  be  added  to  the  program. 

Summer  Camp 

In  the  spring  of  1959.  a  club 
director  initiated  a  building  pro¬ 
gram  to  replace  the  camp  in 
Assonet  that  has  served  so  many 
boys  for  many  years.  With  the 
help  of  the  Seabee  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Unit,  Division  1-19,  work 
was  started  on  a  complete  new 
camp,  west  of  the  old  site,  to 
he  named  Camp  Welch,  after  its 
former  superintendent. 

Twelve  cabins  plus  a  sanitary 
building  were  ready  for  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  1959  season,  plus  a 
swimming  pool.  Two  years  later 
the  spacious  dining  hall  was 
ready  for  use.  and  over  a  five- 
year  period  all  the  basic  com¬ 
ponents  of  the  camp  will  be 
completed. 

Improvements  in  new  equip¬ 
ment,  including  a  stove,  milk 
cooler,  hot  wafer  heater,  dish¬ 
washing  equipment,  and  an  out¬ 
door  barbecue  pit  built  by  the 
father  of  one  of  the  campers, 
rounded  out  a  good  physical 
plant  for  the  operation  of  a 
summer  camp. 

The  camp  runs  for  seven  weeks 
each  summer  and  accommo¬ 
dates  140  boys  per  week.  It  is 
staffed  by  trained  personnel,  su¬ 
pervised  by  the  junior  division 
staff. 

Family  Outings 

The  camp  has  been  available 
for  family  outings  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays  and  to  church, 
fraternal  and  business  groups. 

Mullen  pointed  out  that  last 
summer  the  camp  was  host  for 
a  week  to  the  Camp  Fire  Girls 
of  the  Sacred  Heart  and  St. 
Mary’s  parishes. 

Mullen  notes  it  is  thp  wish  of 
the  club  to  maintain  the  camp 
at  maximum  to  get  the  most  use 
out  of  it  during  the  short  sum¬ 
mer  months.  “We  are  hoping  to 
cjirry  out  our  lifesaving  program 
at  camp  during  May.  This  was 
previously  done  in  our  indoor 
pool,”  he  said.

Chew  soon  initiated 
cobbling  and  printing  classes  to 
teach  his  boys  a  vocation  and 
then  opened  a  thrift  program 
under  which  the  youngsters 
saved  a  few  pennies  a  week  to 
draw  on  for  purchasing  clothing. 


years  that  Qiew  felt  new,  larger 
quarters  were  essential.  A  friend 
of  Chew's  who  was  a  leading  tex¬ 
tile  mill  owner— M.  C.  D.  Borden 
—then  built  the  Junior  Division 
Building  on  Anawan  Street  at  a 
cost  of  $100,000.  Dedicated  on 
Jan.  12,  1898,  this  structure  was 
opened  to  boys  between  7  and  15 
years  of  age  three  days  later. 
This  club  house  was  the  first 
such  building  constructed  in 
America  specifically  for  Boys' 
Qub  purposes. 

Interested  in  boys  of  all  ages, 
Chew  started  a  Working  Bovs’, 
Club  in  1903  to  provide  older 
youths  with  evening  relaxation 
consisting  of  bowling,  handball, 
and  swimming.  He  then  created 
the  senior  division  to  continue 
serving  boys  16  years  and  older. 
Within  a  few  years,  the  junior 
division  building  was  crowded 
day  and  night  and  Chew  began 
to  develop  plans  for  constructing 
a  second  clubhouse  to  give  the 
older  boys  and  young  men  a 
place  of  their  own. 

His  friend  and  benefactor, 
M.  C.  D.  Borden,  once  again 
demonstrated  his  faith  in 
Chew’s  work  with  boys  by  con¬ 
structing  the  senior  division 
building  on  Pocasset  Street  at  a 
cost  of  $150,000.  Opened  in  1907, 
this  clubhouse  remains  the  only 
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Junior  Boys  Club

The  Boys'  Qub  junior  division 
building  was  constructed  in  1897 
on  Anawan  Street  and  the  senior 
division  clubhouse  was  built  in 
1906  on  Pocasset  Street.  Renova¬ 
tions  and  repairs  were  made  to 
the  tow  buildings  over  the 
decades.  About  eight  years  ago, 

I  studies  were  initiated  to  plan 
for  construction  of  a  new,  single 
clubhouse  to  replace  the  existing 
structures  which  even  then  were 
considered  inadequate  and  be¬ 
yond  additional,  extensive  repair 
or  alteration.

He  stressed  that  in  seeking 
contributions  to  the  building  fund 
the  committee  had  not  assigned 
any  individual  quotas.  "In  other 
words.”  the  chairman  comment¬ 
ed,  "we  recognize  the  fact  that  it 
is  not  pur  provfnce  to  determine 
the  amount  which  any  person 
should  give. 

"Subscriptions  are  sought  on  a 
voluntary  basis  and  the  decision 
as  to  the  amount  is  to  be  made 
by  the  contributor  alone." 

Memorial  gifts  to  the  building 
fund  may  be  made  in  12  equal 
payments  at  intervals  of  three 
months,  it  was  explained.  Such  a 
method  permits  favorable  in¬ 
come  tax  deductions,  for  such 
gifts  are  allowed  up  to  30  per 
cent  of  the  individual's  taxable 
income,  or  of  a  married  couple's 
combined  income. 

To  illustrate  the  advantage  of 
the  12-payment  plan,  Waldron 
said  a  56.000  contribution,  made 
in  12  equal  payments  of  5500  will 
cover  the  cost  of  the  typing 
classroom.  Similarly,  12  pay¬ 
ments  of  5175  or  a  total  of  52,100, 
will  provide  the  furnishings  and 
equipment  for  the  woodworking”] 
shop. 

Plaques  inscribed  according  to 
the  wishes  of  the  contributor  will 
mark  all  memorial  units  estab¬ 
lished  under  the  plan.

Boys  Club  Plans  Swimming  Programs 


Many  major  facilities  of  the 
Boys  Club  of  Fall  River  went  up 
In  smoke  two  years  ago  when 
fire  destroyed  the  organization's 
Junior  Division  building. 

The  direct  result  of  the  blaze 
was  the  curtailment  of  many 
programs  and  the  utilization  of 
the  existing  Senior  Division 
budding  for  all  activities  of  all 
age  groups. 

As  Norman  F.  Mullen,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  Bovs  Club 
points  out.  “we  do  not  have  to¬ 
day  a  clubhouse  suitable  to  pro¬ 
gramming  for  boys  between 
eight  and  16  year’s  old.” 


One  of  the  most  severe  losses 
In  the  blaze  was  the  Boys  Club 
swimming  pool.

The  Boys  dub  current  cam¬ 
paign  to  raise  5600,000  to  finance 
construction  of  a  new,  modem 
clubhouse  will  make  an  olympic- 
size  pool  available  to  club  mem¬ 
bers.

Mullen  explains  that  the  pool 
will  allow  a  variety  of  healthful 


activities  to  be  held  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  young  and  old.  There  will 
be  year  -  round  to  leam-to-swim 
classes  and  regularly  scheduled 
junior  and  senior  life-saving 
courses. 

The  scope  of  service  of  the 
Boys  Club  will  be  broadened 
with  the  new  pool,  Mullen  noted, 
as  plans  call  for  directing  swim 
programs  for  girls  between  the 
ages  of  eight  and  16  at  times 
the  boys  themselves  are  not  us¬ 
ing  the 'pool.

iBhiVtChih  Building  Fund 

Passes  Halfway  Mark 


The  Fall  River  Boys  Club 
Building  Fund  has  a  total  of 
$559,000  toward  the  $900,000  goal, 
it  was  announced  today  by  Rus¬ 
sell  C.  Ouellette,  campaign  chair¬ 
man. 

Included  in  this  figure  are  two 
$100,000  gifts  from  foundations. 
The  Joseph  P.  Kennedy  Founda¬ 
tion  pledged  its  $100,000  support 
of  the  new  Bovs  Club  in  1955, 
when  planning  ror  a  new  club¬ 
house  got  under  way.  The  Albert 
List  Foundation  added  its  $100,- 
000  pledge  when  plans  were 
definite  that  a  building  fund 
drive  would  he  conducted  among 
Fall  River  residents. 

Following  the  fire  in  1962, 
which  destroyed  completely  the 
Junior  Division  building  of  the 
Bovs  Club,  an  insurance  claim  of 
5100.000  was  paid.  With  a  definite 
$300,000  amount  available,  the 
current  building  fund  committee, 
headed  by  Ouellette,  was  organ¬ 
ized  and  held  a  kick-off  meeting 
on  Jan.  12.

Serious  overcrowding  is  a  daily 
occurrence  in  the  Senior  Division 
Building  despite  improvised  re¬ 
arrangements  made  to  accom¬ 
modate  both  the  younger  boys 
and  those  16  years  of  age  and 
over.  In  addition,  all  major  pro¬ 
grams  have  had  to  be  curtailed 
because  of  lack  of  proper  facili¬ 
ties.

I  strap"  yearly  headed  by  Fall 
River  Fire  Chief  Francis  J.  Mc¬ 
Donald.  himself  a  member  of  the 
Exchange  Club. 

Each  year  the  Exchange  Gub 
I  sponsors  the  campaign  during 
which  citizens  man  brooms,  paint 
brushes  and  trucks  to  clean  up 
problem  areas  and  promote  civic 
beauty. 

Again  in  1965.  the  club  will 
send  boys  to  the  camp 
,  sponsored  by  the  Fall  River 
Rnyg  Gub  and  contribute  finan- 
'  cTally  to  other  programs  of  that

"To  improve  the  industrial 
climate  in  Fall  River,  and  to 
make  sure  we’ll  have  a  better, 
more  prosperous  and  progressive 
community,  we  must  all  work 
together  for  it,"  declares  Ralph 
A.  Roberts,  manager  of  the 
International  Ladies  Garment 
Workers  Union,  Local  178. 

"It  takes  co-operation  and  to 
achieve  this,  we  must  have  bet¬ 
ter  community  spirit,  if_we  want 
to  have  a  better  community,"  he 
said. 

Roberts  points  to  members  of 
the  garment  workers  union  as 
an  example  of  growing  com¬ 
munity  spirit  and  cites  their 
participation  in  many  commun¬ 
ity  affairs. 

"By  participating  in  commu¬ 
nity  affairs  to  create  a  better 
city  for  themselves  and  their 
families  to  live  in,”  Roberts 
said,  "members  are  learning 
about  the  problems  and  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  involved.  Along 
with  these  problems",  he  said, 
"the  workers  are  also  learning 
the  ropes,  that  is,  how  to  go 
about  achieving  the  community 
goals  they  want  to  reach,"  he 
said. 

A  large  portion  of  the  union’s 
educational  program  is  conduct¬ 
ed  by  Forrest  Heckman,  district 
educational  director,  which  in¬ 
volves  services  and  activities  of 
the  community,  where  members 
learn  what  the  community  has, 
and  needs,  and  how  to  help  to 
improve  it,"  the  manager  said. 

Support  Drives 

"They  are  busy  on  many  civic 
fronts,”  he  said.  "For  instance, 
in  community  services,  they 
take  part  in  fund-raising  drives 
to  aid  various  agencies  that 
serve  the  people,  such  as  the 
United  Fund,  Heart  Fund,  Can¬ 
cer,  March  of  Dimes,  etc.  They 
also  assist  in  the  work  of  the 
Bovs  Gub  YMCA  and  Red 
Cross,"  he  said. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  local

also  sponsors  an  Explorer  Post 
of  Boy  Scouts,  provides  annual 
scholarship  awards,  and  enter¬ 
tains  children  at  homes  and  hos¬ 
pitals  at  Christmas  time. 

"And  we’ve  contributed  toward 
the  proposed  berthing  of  the  USS 
Massachusetts,”  he  added. 

"The  garment  workers  are 
interested  in  everything  that 
affects  this  community,”  Roberts 
remarked.  "For  instance,  we’ve 
taken  action  on  such  matters  as 
juvenile  delinquency,  housing  for 
the  aged,  and  the  curricular 
problems  of  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Technological  In¬ 
stitute. 

Health  Contribution 
“As  a  contribution  to  the  com¬ 
munity’s  health  which  will  bene¬ 
fit  more  than  8,000  union  mem¬ 
bers  here,”  Roberts  said,  "are 
plans  for  a  vocational  rehabilita¬ 
tion  set-up  to  augment  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  the  Union’s  Health  Center 
here,"  he  said.  "This  institution 
was  recently  honored  with  a 
medal  by  tlie  federal  government 


for  its  pioneer  work  in  this  field," 
he  said. 

According  to  Roberts  "these  I 
all  add  up  to  a  distinct  and  vrJ-  I 
uable  contribution  toward  the  I 
creation  of  a  more  favorable  I 
growth  climate  for  the  city  — 
a  climate  that  will  attract  indus¬ 
tries  and  other  essential  growth  I 
factors  to  this  city,"  he  said. 

"Responsible  industries  are 
more  apt  to  be  attracted  to 
town  where  the  people  are  re¬ 
sponsible  citizens,  interested  in 
their  city  and  actively  working 
in. its  best  interests.  The  people 
in  our  union  are  doing  just  that," 
Roberts  said. 

Need  Help 

“But,"  he  adds,  "thfs  isn’t 
enough.  Others  must  join.  No 
one  group  of  citizens  or  no  one 
segment  of  the  city's  society  can 
accomplish  its  betterment  alone. 
As  I  said  before,  it  takes  the 
co-operation  of  all,  working  with 
community  spirit  for  the  com¬ 
munity. 

"The  garment  workers,"  he 
concludes,  "will  gladly  work 
with  any  other  persons  or  groups 
going  in  the  same  direction,"  he 
said.  "We  want  a  better  city  for 
ourselves  and  it’s  got  to  be  a 
better  city  for  everybody.  So 
let’s  all  work  for  it,  the  ILGWU 
has  been  working  for  it  right 
along,"  he  said.

Club  has  $300.000 — consisting  of  a 
$100,000  grant  from  the  Joseph  P. 
Kennedy  Foundation,  a  $100,000 
pledge  by  the  Albert  List  Founda¬ 
tion,  and  a  $100,000  cash  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  insurance  claim  on 
tlie  razed  clubhouse  —  which  it 
will  apply  toward  the  cost  of  the 
new  building.

Thus,  the  Boys  Club  has 
$300,000  to  apply  toward  the 
estimated  $900,000  cost  of  con¬ 
structing  and  equipping  a  mod¬ 
ern,  adequate  clubhouse,  'caving 
a  minimum  of  $600,000  to  be 
sought  In  voluntary  public  sub¬ 
scriptions. 

Some  people  may  ask  If  the 
Boys  Club  is  worth  all  this  fuss, 
worn,',  and  effort.  The  sincere, 
dedicated  campaign  workers,  the 
thousands  of  boys  who  have  bene¬ 
fited  from  tlie  Boys  Club  over  the 
years,  and  tlie  parents  of  hoys 
who  are  in  the  club  know  that 
this  is  one  organization  that  is 
worth  evCry  ounce  of  effort  and 
sacrifice  that  must  be  expended 
to  guarantee  a  successful  cam¬ 
paign. 

They  know  that  for  75  years 
the  Boys  Club  has  supplied  unin¬ 
terrupted  service  to  the  youth  of 
the  community  by  keeping  boys 
off  the  streets:  replacing  ‘gang’ 
leadership  with  trained  recrea- 
tional  leaders:  concerting  danger¬ 
ous  idle  hours  into  periods  of 
constructive  play,  healthy  exer¬ 
cise,  and  opportunities  for  men¬ 
tal  development  and  character 
building:  developing  fair  play  and 
good  sportsmanship:  and  teach¬ 
ing  the  principles  of  good  citizen¬ 
ship. 

To  Serve  3.000 

Completion  of  the  proposed, 
new  clubhouse  will  set  the  stage 
for  even  more  rewarding  work 
with  the  youth  of  Fall  River.  De¬ 
signed  to  serve  3.000  boys  and 
young  men,  the  modem  building 
will  also  allow  the  Boys  Club  to 
broaden  its  service1  to  the  com- 
munity  as  plans  call  for  making 
the  new  facilities  available  to 
groups  of  girls.  Features  of  the| 
building  program  include: 

An  Olympic-size  swimming  pooll 
for  1,000  spectators,  and  equipped|

Why  is  a  Boys  Qub  ‘different’ 
from  other  agencies  that  provide 
services  for  youth? 

This  question  was  asked  of 
Norman  F.  Mullen,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Fall  River  Boys 
pub.  The  answer  he  gave  is  an 
important  one  for  the  community 
to  consider  at  this  time  since  the 
Bovs  Club  is  seeking  $600,000  from 
the  public,  business,  and  industry 
to  finance  a  large,  new  clubhouse. 

"The  objectives  of  a  practical 
program  in  a  Bovs  Qub  are  to 
help  a  boy  to  guide  himself;  to 
lead  him  to  discover  for  himself 
his  interests  and  abilities;  to  find 
out  his  assets  and  his  liabilities; 
to  reach  the  fullest  development 
pfcsible  so  that  he  may  render 
the  best  possible  service  to  soci¬ 
ety,"  Mullen  explained. 

Build  Men 

"We  build  men  and  guide  our 
boys  along  the  right  paths  to  re¬ 
sponsible  citizenship  in  two 
ways,"  Mullen  continued.  "All  of 
our  boys  enjoy  group  activities 
and  this  we  supply  in  abundance 
—from  basketball  to  calisthenics 
and  games  to  parties  and  trips. 

"The  second  way  is  by  offering 
the  boys  individual  opportunities 
to  grow  and  develop.  This  is  why 
we  strongly  emphasize  education¬ 
al  and  vocational  activities,”  he 
said. 

He  pointed  out  that  a  variety 
of  classes  are  held  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  for  boys  in  different  age 
groups.  "We  try  to  meet  the 
interests  of  the  majority  of  boys 
and  we  know  we  are  succeeding 
when  we  find  that  our  courses 
are  well-attended  and  generating 
enthusiasm.” 

One  of  the  most  popular 
courses  provided  by  the  Bovs 
Club  is  woodworking.  This  class. 


conducted  by  a  skilled  instructor, 
is  held  four  nights  a  week.  The 
youngsters,  starting  at  nine 
years  of  age,  are  taught  how  to 
use  lathes,  jig  saws,  and  drill 
presses  and  are  encouraged  to 
build  useful  things  for  their 
homes  like  bookcases,  napkin 
holders,  small  chairs,  tables,  end 
tables,  etc.  Each  boy  is  carefully 
supervised  in  the  use  of  the 
woodworking  machinery  and 
helped  to  develop  a  basic  skill 
that  he  retains  the  rest  of  his 
life. 

Another  popular  class  is  typing. 
In  typing  class  the  boys  develop 
manual  dexterity  and  coordina¬ 
tion  and  are  assisted  in  proper 
phrasing,  paragraphing,  gram¬ 
mar,  and  spelling.  A  10  or  11- 
year-old  boy  who  has  learned  to 
type  and  then  prepares  his  first 
typed  report  for  school,  or  his 
first  letter,  and  is  told  by  the 
instructor  that  he  has  done  it 
correctly  is  "as  proud  as  a  pea¬ 
cock,"  Mullen  emphasized. 

The  boys  find  an  outlet  for 
their  creative  desires  in  arts  and 
crafts  classes.  Ordinary  objects, 
like  a  coffee  can,  are  taken  and 
transformed  into  attractive,  use¬ 
ful  items  for  the  home  —  per¬ 
haps  a  base  for  a  small  lamp  or 
a  candy  dish.  In  addition,  the 
boys  learn  how  to  shape  interest¬ 
ing  or  unusual  designs  from 
paper.  At  the  boys  annual  Hal¬ 
loween  or  Christmas  parties, 
most  of  the  decorations  are  made 
by  the  boys  themselves. 

A  new  course  being  offered 
this  year  that  has  attracted  great 
interest  is  in  ceramics.  The  boys 
find  making  molds  of  their  own 
design  to  be  a  fascinating  pas¬ 
time  and  are  looking  forward  to 
the  day  the  Bovs  Gq)i  can  ac- 


quire  a  potter’s  wheel  for  them 
to  work  with. 

Boys  may  also  borrow  books 
from  the  Bovs  Club  library  which 
is  stocked  with  literature  appeal¬ 
ing  to  youngsters  from  eight 
years  on  up.  The  library  is  used 
daily  by  many  boys  to  complete 
homework  assignments  from 
school.  Here,  too,  the  youths 
benefit  from  guidance  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  trained  staff  always 
stands  ready  to  assist  a  boy  ex¬ 
periencing  difficulty  with  his 
homework. 

Educational  movies  are  shown 
every  Friday  night  and  compete 
exceptionally  well  against  the 
lures  of  television.  One  film  may 
be  on  fire  protection  or  the  evils 
of  smoking,  while  on  the  next 
Friday  night  an  exciting  travel 
feature  may  be  shown. 

Rounded  Program 

Thus,  as  Mullen  points  out,  a 
Bovs  Club  is  not  just  a  place 
for  a  boy  to  go  to  for  fun.  Surely, 
fun  is  part  of  the  program.  But 
it  is  not  the  paramount  objec¬ 
tive.  A  well-rounded  program  of 
athletics  and  gymnastics,  edu¬ 
cational  and  creative  activities 
are  provided  to  all  boys  in  the 
Guh. 

At  the  Bovs  Gub.  a  boy  finds 
companionship,  recreation,  and 
opportunities  to  develop  and  im¬ 
prove  his  mind.  And  he  is  al¬ 
lowed  to  express  himself  as  an 
individual  while  learning  that 
everything  he  engages  in  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  rules  that  he  must 
observe. 

Mullen  emphasized  that  the 
need  for  a  new,  larger,  modern 
Boys  Club  is  urgent.  "We  are 
using  only  one  building  since  our 
Junior  Division  clubhouse  was 
destroyed  by  fire. 

We  really  must  juggle  space  \r 


flt  In  all  of  the  courses  we  wish  I 
to  offer  and  we  are  severely  han- 1 
dicapped  by  the  lack  of  a  swim-  f 
ming  pool  and  adequate  game  I 
rooms. 

"Without  club  rooms,  we  can- 1 
not  develop  discussion  and  action  I 
groups  among  the  boys.  Our  pro- 1 
posed  new  clubhouse  will  give  us  I 
the  club  rooms  we  need  along  I 
with  all  of  the  other  essential  | 
facilites  we  now  lack,"  he  said. 

Mullen  said  that  more  than  I 
3,000  boys  will  be  served  in  the  I 
new  building  and  that  plans  call  I 
for  expanding  present  vocational  I 
and  educational  activities.
